HISTORY  OF  FITCHBURG  STATE  COLLEGE 

In  1893  the  Fitchburg  School  Committee,  led  by 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Joseph  G.  Edgerly. 
petitioned  the  State  Board  of  Education  requesting 
the  location  of  a  State  Normal  School  in  Fitchburg. 

The  legislature  passed  an  act  which  established 
the  Normal  School  in  1894. 

In  1895  temporary  quarters  were  occupied  by 
John  G.  Thompson,  the  first  principal,  his  faculty, 
and  forty-five  students  until  the  completion  of  the 
former  administration  building,  now  recognized 
as  Thompson  Hall. 

The  City  of  Fitchburg  turned  over  the  High- 
land Avenue  and  Dillon  (formerly  the  Day  Street 
School)  Schools  for  observation  and  practice  to  the 
State  in  1896,  and  in  1901,  the  Edgerly  School  was 
opened  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  first  dormitory  was  opened  in  1903  and  was 
named  in  the  honor  of  Mr.  Edward  Miller,  a 
member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

In  1909,  the  Junior  High  School,  one  of  the 
first  in  the  country,  was  opened  on  campus.  Two 
years  later,  the  Industrial  Arts  course  for  young 
men  was  established  in  the  same  building. 

Palmer  Hall,  the  second  dormitory,  was  built 
in  1913  and  named  after  a  famous  Massachusetts 
educator  then  serving  on  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. This  same  year,  the  Hastings  Greenhouse  was 
given  to  the  school  for  additional  education  in 
agriculture. 
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The  first  summer  school  for  men  was  established 
at  Fitchburg  in  1914.  In  the  following  year,  women 
were  included  in  the  program. 

From  1920,  to  1927,  Mr.  William  Parkinson  was 
principal.  Dr.  Charles  M.  Herlihy  was  elected 
principal  of  Fitchburg  Normal  School  in  192"7 
and  later,  in  1932  when  the  legislature  officially 
changed  the  name  of  the  school  to  Fitchburg  State 
Teachers  College,  Dr.  Herlihy  was  named  its  first 
prcs'dent.  F.S.T.C.  was  authorized  to  grant  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education  decree. 

In  193s  the  Industrial  Arts  building  was  opened 
on  the  grounds.  F.S.T.C.  was  authorized  to  Lrrant 
the  decree  of  Master  in  Education  in  1937.  In  1938 
the  first  Student  Council  was  established. 

In  1942  F.S.T.C.  was  accredited  by  the  American 
Association  of  Teachers  Colleges. 

Burbank  Hospital  became  affiliated  in  a  five 
year  cooperative  training  course  for  nurses  in 
1943.  Upon  completion  of  the  requirements,  a 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education  from 
the  college  was  granted  along  with  a  professional 
degree  from  the  hospital. 

In  1945  Dr.  William  J.  Sanders  became  president 
of  the  college,  followed  in  19^0  by  Dr.  Ellis 
White. 

The  Special  Education  Program  was  initiated  in 
1953.  The  following  year  Mr.  Ralph  F.  Weston 
became  president. 

A  much  needed  gymnasium  was  added  to  the 
campus    in    195"7.    This    gymnasium    has    facilities 


for  men  and  women  students  and  houses  locker 
rooms,  a  classroom,  and  offices,  as  well  as  a  full- 
size  gym  on  the  main  floor. 

The  men's  dormitory,  Herlihy  Hall,  was  named 
after  Dr.  Charles  M.  Herlihy,  principal  of  Fitch- 
burg  Normal  School  in  1927  and  President  of 
F.S.T.C.  in  1932.  Herlihy  Hall  opened  in  1958  and 
provides  reading  rooms,  recreation,  and  other 
cultural  facilities  as  well  as  housing  for  men 
students.  This  building  also  houses  the  dining 
room  for  all  dormitory  students.  Palmer  Hall 
formerly  the  men's  dormitory,  was  then  converted 
to  a  women's  dormitorv. 

The  legislature  in  1961  changed  the  name  of  the 
school  to  Fitchburg  State  College.  Also  in  1961, 
construction  began  on  the  new  library,  the  admini- 
stration building,  and  the  science  building.  Th:s 
was  completed  in  1963.  In  the  Spring  of  1963  the 
building  was  officially  opened. 

In  the  Fall  of  1962  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  program 
and  a  four  year  nursing  program  were  established, 
both  of  which  added  to  the  diversity  of  the  pro- 
grams offered  at  Fitchburg. 

In  1963  Mr.  James  J.  Hammond,  former  head 
of  the  Industrial  Arts  Department,  became  the 
President. 

The  summer  of  1965  brought  the  beginning  of 
construction  of  the  new  eleven  story  women's 
dormitory  while  the  summer  of  1967  witnessed 
its  completion. 
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With    President    Hammond    came    long-ra 

plans  for  future  facilities  and   future  land   a 
tion. 

Future  plans  call   for  all  dormitories  to  be  1  •  - 

cated    oil    the   west   section    of   the   camp' 
with    a    recreation    area,    including    a    If 
skating   rink. 

A  new  Student  Union  Building  is  also  proposed. 

In    this    building    would    be    located    th< 
cafeteria,  the  bookstore,  and  the  recreation   r 
one  of  which  would  be  a  bowling  alley. 

Also  proposed  is  a  larger  classroom  building 
to  be  located  in  front  of  Thompson  Hall.  Park- 
ing facilities  are  proposed  for  the  area  in  front 
of  the  new  classroom  building. 

Construction  of  a  multi-story,  opentvpe  parage, 
capable  of  parking  some  500  cars,  has  been 
proposed  by  President  Hammond  to  the  Mass- 
achusetts State  College  Building  Authority. 

The  new  land,  as  it  becomes  available  to  the 
College,  is  the  proposed  site  for  the  training 
schools.  A  new  Special  Education  Center  will 
soon  be  constructed  in  the  McKay  Park  area  and  a 
Medical  Center  is  also  planned  for  this  area. 

This  past  summer  work  began  on  the  new 
thirty-four  acre  athletic  development  in  the  con- 
struction of  soccer  and  baseball  fields,  girl's 
hockey  facilities,  tennis  and  basketball  courts, 
and  other  athletic  facilities  which  are  planned  for 
this  development. 
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A  conservation  area,  to  be  located  at  McKay 
Park,  is  also  in  the  planning  stage. 

After  the  proposed  training  schools  are  built 
an  Arts  Building  is  planned.  This  building  will 
provide  classrooms  for  both  the  Fine  Arts  and  the 
Industrial  Arts  Departments.  Before  this  building 
is  completed,  however,  the  Junior  High  School 
will  serve  as  the  Arts  Building.  Edgerly  will 
serve  as  a  Nursing  and  Behavioral  Science  Building 
after  the  training  schools  are  completed. 

Thus  the  future  promises  to  be  an  exciting 
period  of  expansion  and  enrichment  at  Fitchburg 
State  College.

College   Colors 

—  YELLOW  AND  WHITE  —  These  colors 
were  chosen  by  the  first  class  and  signify  wisdom, 
inspiration,  purity  and  perfection. 

Athletic    Colors 

—  GREEN  AND  WHITE  —  These  colors  are 
found  in  our  varsity  letters  and  on  sports  uniforms. 

Athletic    Symbol 

THE  FALCON  —  This  great  hunting  bird  is 
noted  for  its  aggresive  courage,  majestic  beauty, 
graceful  form,  and  exceptional  intelligence. 

College   Flower 

—  THE  SAXIFRAGE  —  This  flower  sym- 
bolizes gentleness  and  perseverance,  overcoming 
difficulties  in  its  growth  from  seed  to  fruition, 
from  lower  to  higher,  from  darkness  to  light. 

College   Ring 

—  THE  GREEN  TOURMALINE  —  Fitchburg 
State  College  has  a  standard  school  ring  which 
may  be  purchased  by  students  in  their  Junior  year. 
The  ring  has  a  green  tourmaline  stone  and  bears 
the  College  Insignia  and  State  Seal. 
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Classroom    Attire 

Appropriate  classroom  attire  consists  of  dresses, 
blouses  or  sweaters  and  skirts  for  girls  and  pants 
(slack  variety)  dress  or  sport  shirts  with  sweaters 
or  jackets  for  men.  Sports  clothing  such  as 
women's  slacks  and  shorts  and  men's  blue  jeans 
and  shorts  may  not  be  worn  during  the  college 
day  except  for  certain  field  trips.  These  regulations 
also  apply  to  the  library,  the  cafeteria,  and  the 
dining  hall. 

Class    Dismissal 

When  the  Professor  is  not  in  the  classroom  at 
the  beginning  of  the  hour  students  are  required  to 
contact  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  for 
instructions. 

At  no  time  may  a  class  dismiss  itself.  A  signed 
paper  does  not  constitute  attendance  in  class. 

Any  time  a  class  fails  to  report  to  the  Dean's 
office,  members  of  the  class  will  either  be  marked 
absent  or  required  to  make  up  the  hour  at  another 
time. 


Change    Of   Name 

Any  student  who  desires  to  have  a  name  chang- 
ed on  College  records  must  bring  a  copy  of  the 
court  order,  or  in  the  case  of  a  married  woman, 
her  marriage  certificate,  to  the  Registrar's  office. 
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Married    Women 

A  doctor's  certificate  must  be  presented  by  all 
married  women  who  are  pregnant  at  the  beginning 
of  the  semester.  This  must  include  the  date  of  the 
anticipated  arrival  of  the  baby  as  well  as  any 
restrictions  on  program  or  activities.  A  student 
must  take  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  whole  semester 
when  the  baby  is  due. 

Final    Examination    Regulations 

Rules  and  regulations  concerning  final  exams 
will  be  listed  in  the  college  newspaper  one  week 
before  examination  time. 


Grading    System 

The  following  quality  point  ratio  system  is 
used  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Colleges. 

A-4         B-3         C-2         D-l 

A  student  must  maintain  a  ratio  of  1.5  at  the 
end  of  the  freshman  year;  1.75  at  the  end  of  the 
sophomore  year;  2.0  at  the  end  of  the  Junior  and 
Senior  years  and  must  have  a  final  cumulative 
ratio  of  2.0  in  order  to  graduate.  A  student  must  be 
dropped  from  the  College  at  the  end  of  the  fresh- 
man year  if  his  ratio  is  below  1.0. 

Any  freshman  with  a  1.0  -  1.5  avera:;:-  in 
January  will  be  on  academic  probation  for  the 
balance  of  the  year. 
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A  student  entering  his  sophomore  year  with  a 
1.5  -  1.75  average  and  a  student  entering  his 
junior  year  with  a  1.75  -  2.0  average  will  be  on 
academic  probation. 

A  student  will  also  be  on  academic  probation  in 
an\-  given  semester  when  his  average  is  below 
that  required  for  an  end  of  the  year  average  for 
his  class. 

Students  with  a  3.2  average  will  be  on  the 
Dean's  List. 

ATTENDANCE    SYSTEM 

Students  are  required  to  attend  classes  unless 
they  have  a  valid  reason  for  absence. 

When  a  student  has  reached  a  10%  level  of 
absence,  e.g.: 

2  absences  in  a  class  that  meets  once  a  week 

3  absences  in  a  class  that  meets  two  times  a  week 

5  absences   in   a  class   that  meets   three   times   a 
week 

6  absences   in   a   class   that   meets    four   times    a 
week 

8   absences    in    a   class    that   meets    five   t'mes    a 
week 
his  record  will  be  reviewed. 

In  cases  of  serious  illness  involving  a  doctor's 
care  students  should  file  a  statement  from  the 
M.D.  in  the  Dean  of  Men  or  Women's  office. 
Boarding  students  should  consult  the  nurse  before 
missing  classes  for  illness  and  should  receive  a  note 
from  her. 

School  business  absences  (field  trips,  soccer, 
baseball,  exchange  program,  etc.)  are  documented 
by  the  College. 
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Academic    Probation 

Persons  on  academic  probation  will  not  be  al- 
lowed to  participate  in  any  extra-curricular  activi- 
ties. This  includes  all  sports,  all  committee  work, 
all  dramatic  and  glee  club  productions,  holding 
any  office,  cheerleading,  etc.  These  students  can 
not  be  employed  by  the  College  on  any  of  the 
student-help  activities. 

Withdrawal    From    Class 

A   student  who  wishes   to   droo   a  rourse   m^st 

obtain  permission  from  the  Registrar.  Any  student 
who  fails  to  do  this  will  automatically  receive 
a  WF  (Withdrew-Failed)  for  the  course. 

A  student  who  is  in  good  standm^  in  a  course 
who  finds  it  necessary  to  discontinue  the  course 
before  mid-semester  warnings  have  been  iss^H 
will  receive  a  W  (Withdrew)  for  the  course  if 
he  makes  the  proper  arrangements. 

A  student  who  drops  a  course  he  is  failing 
receives  a  WF. 

Normally  a  student  who  drops  a  course  after 
mid-semester  warnings  will  receive  a  WF.  How- 
ever, a  student  with  a  C  or  better  average  who 
must  lighten  his  load  or  drop  out  of  college  due 
to  extensive  illness  or  serious  accident  will  re- 
ceive a  W  regardless  of  the  time  of  withdrawal. 

Withdrawal    From    College 

A  student  must  report  to  the  Dean  of  Men  or 
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the  Dean  of  Women  to  cbtain  a  withdrawal  form. 

After  he  has  met  all  of  his  obligations  to  the 
College  as  listed  on  the  form,  he  will  return  the 
form  properly  signed  oy  all  the  persons  through 
whom  he  must  check  out  to  the  Dean  from  whom 
he  received  it. 

A  student  who  drops  out  of  College  without 
doing  this  will  receive  a  WF  for  all  of  his 
courses  and  will  not  be  eligible  for  re-admission. 
Furthermore,  since  he  would  have  no  official  date 
for  leaving  College  \e  forfe:ts  tuition  refunds. 

Hous;ng    Regulations 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  College  that  students  who 
live  too  far  from  home  to  commute  to  school, 
reside  in  the  College  dormitories  insofar  as  faci- 
lities are  available.  Facilities  are  not  adequate,  at 
the  present  time,  tc  meet  the  need  that  exi'sts. 

The  following  regulations  are  temporary  and 
are  to  be  observed  until  further  notice. 

Men  who  are  sophomores  and  under  21  years 
of  age  are  required  to  live  in  the  dormitory  or  at 
home.  Members  of  this  class  who  are  21  years  of 
age  and  men  who  are  juniors  and  seniors  may 
live  in  apartments,  outside  houses  or,  if  space 
permits,  in  the  dormitory.  Men  who  qualify  for 
outside  housing  are  advised  not  to  sign  leases 
for  more  than  one  semester  because  if  addit'onal 
space  becomes  available  some  students  will  be 
required  to  return  to  campus. 
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Women    who    arc    not   members    of    the    senior 
class  and  who  are  not  housed   in   the  dormitories 
must   live   in   college   appnved   homes   until 
is  available  on  campus. 

Students    living    off    can  pus    are    required 
observe  the  same  rules  of  conduct  as  those  living 
in    the    dormitory    and    must    keep    the    I  I 
Women  or  the  Dean  of  Mer  informed  as  to 
local  street  address  and  telephone  number. 

Parking  Notice  To  All  Students 

Increased  enrollment  plus  additional  faculty 
and  staff  necessitate  strict  observance  of  the  fol- 
lowing parking  regulations: 

Senior  and  upperclass  resicent  students  whose 
curriculum  necessitates  the  use  of  a  car  may,  with 
the  permission  of  the  Dean  of  Men,  keep  a  car 
on  campus.  Other  Juniors  and  Sophomores  may 
keep  a  car  in  the  area  but  must  show  evidence 
that  they  have  made  arrangements  to  garage  the 
vehicle  off  campus.  Resident  freshmen  are  not 
allowed  to  keep  cars  in  the  area. 

Commuting  students  may  use  designated  sc 
in  the  Herlihy  lot,  the  parking  lot  on  the  corner 
of  Ross  Street  and  North  Street,  and  are  en- 
couraged to  make  use  of  McKay  Park  on  Rindge 
Road.  Commuting  students  who  park  on  streets 
adjacent  to  the  campus  are  urged  to  be  as  co- 
operative as  possible  with  our  neighbors. 

All  other  parking  lots  on  campus  are  reserved 
for    the    use    of    the    faculty    and    staff,    and    no 
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student  parking  is  permitted  in  them  at  any  time. 
All  students  who  bring  a  vehicle  to  this  campus 
MUST  register  the  conveyance  in  the  office  of 
the  Dean  of  Men.  There  is  a  form  for  this  pur- 
pose included  with  registration  materials. 

Facilities    And    Services 

BOOK  STORE  —  The  self-service  bookstore  is 
located  under  the  first  floor  of  Thompson  Hall. 
Students  are  able  to  purchase  stamps,  school 
supplies,  books  and  personal  items  such  as  tooth- 
paste, sweatshirts,  etc. 

BULLETIN  BOARDS  —  Information  of  impor- 
tance and  interest  to  students  will  be  posted  on 
the  bulletin  boards  in  the  lobbies  of  Thompson 
Hall  and  the  Science  Building.  All  students  should 
consult  these  bulletin  boards  daily.  Students  may 
not  put  up  any  posters  or  notices  anywhere  on 
campus  without  the  approval  of  two  members  of 
the  Executive  Board  of  the  Student  Government 
Association. 

BUSINESS  OFFICE  —  The  Business  Office,  lo- 
cated on  the  main  floor  of  the  Administration 
Building,  acts  as  the  financial  center  of  the 
College.  In  this  office,  one  may  pay  board  and 
other  fees  and  may  receive  checks  for  employ- 
ment. 

COMMUTER'S  CAFETERIA  —  The  Commuters 

Cafeteria  is  located  below  Palmer  Hall  with  an 
access  way  from  Thompson  Hall.  It  is  operated  for 
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the  convenience  of  all  students.  Serving  hours  arc- 

from  7:30  A.  M.  to  4:30  P.  M.  on  each  school  day. 

COMMUTERS    LOUNGE  The    Commuters 

Lounge     in     Thompson     Hall     is     adjacent     to     the 

Commuter's    Cafeteria    and    is    provided    for    the 

convenience  of  the  commuting  students. 

EVENING  COLLEGE  -     Fitchburg  State  ( 

offers  extended   educational   opportunity   in    after- 
noon   and    evening    programs    to    accomodate 
dents  in  part-time  study  for  cither  the   Ass 
Degree  or  the  Bachelor's  Degree.  Aside  from  the 
Evening  College  there  is  a  program  of  continuing 
studies  toward  the  Master's  Degree.  The  summer 
sessions  provide  liberal  course  offerings  for 
graduate  and  undergraduate  work.

Located  on  Main  Street  just  ten  minutes 
walking  distance  from  the  campus,  it  is  an  ex- 
cellent supplement  to  the  College  Library.

FITCHBURG  STATE  COLLEGE  LIBRARY 

The  Fitchburg  State  College  Library  contains 
over  46,000  volumes  which  may  be  borrowed  for 
two  weeks  and  renewed  for  a  second  period  of 
two  weeks.  Books  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use 
only  by  persons  currently  registered  in  the  day 
school  or  the  Program  of  Continuing  Studies. 
Fines  for  overdue  books  are  charged  at  the  rate  of 
5  cents  per  day.  If  the  books  are  returned  before 
the  second  notice  has  been  sent,  the  fine  is  cut 
in  half.  Notices  of  overdue  books  are  sent  to 
students  one  week  after  the  books  are  due.  The 
second  notice  is  sent  one  week  later. 

Reference  books,  records,  and  periodicals  must 
be  used  in  the  library.  A  circulating  collection  of 
records  is  available  in  the  stack  area. 

Reserve  books  must  be  used  in  the  library  dur- 
ing the  hours  when  the  library  is  open.  They  may 
be  borrowed  overnight  after  8  o'clock  in  the 
evening  and  must  be  returned  before  9  o'clock  the 
following  school  day.  Reserve  books  which  are 
not  returned  on  time  will  be  fined  at  the  rate  of 
25  cents  per  hour  or  any  part  there

The  Student  Government  Association 

All  undergraduate  students  at  Fitchburg  State 
College  are  members  of  the  Association  which 
was  instituted  to  coodinate  student  activity. 
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The  purpose  of  the  Association  is  to  supervise 
all  matters  pertaining  to  student  life  which  do  not 
come  within  the  judisdiction  of  the  administration 
or  faculty;  to  further  in  every  way  the  spirit  of 
unity,  cooperation,  and  loyalty  among  the  students 
of  the  College;  to  act  as  an  instrument  of  com- 
munication between  the  student  body  ond  the 
administration  as  well  as  the  faculty;  to  promote 
responsibility  within  the  student  body;  to  be  a 
medium  through  which  the  social  and  cultural 
standards  of  the  College  may  be  maintained  on  a 
high  level. 

The  Executive  Board  of  the  Association  is 
composed  of  five  officers  whose  duties  include 
the  carrying  out  of  Association  business,  giving 
the  Association  direction,  conducting  meetings, 
and  in  general  providing  leadership  for  the  student 
body. 

The  Legislative  body  of  the  Association  is  the 
Student  Government  Council  which  is  composed 
of  five  officers  (the  Executive  Board)  and  thirty 
one  representatives  —  two  men  and  two  women 
from  each  of  the  classes,  the  President  of  each 
class,  a  representative  from  each  of  the  dormitory 
councils,  and  four  representatives  from  the  Com- 
muting Board.  This  Council  is  the  organ  through 
which  College  affairs  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  students  are  discussed  and  regulated.
